Antlers, I. T., April 1.— The littiA- 
tion here is a problem. There may be 
• patched-np peace and the waning 
may go on. If it ia peaoe it will beeD- 
forced and nnsatiefactory. Both parties 
want to wipe out their differences iu 
blood. Aotlre preparationa for war 
have been going on for the past 48 
hoan. Both factiona have been send- 
ing meeaengers thronghont the oonntry 
for more men, and their friends have 
freely responded. Arms and munitions 
for war and all camp supplies have 
obtained in large qoantitiea. 

Locke is acting strictly on the offen- 
sive and the militia seem chary about 
making an attack. They are not as 
tottfident as thay were before. Tuesday's 
battle. It waa thought that Goyemor 
Jones would arrive at the militia camp 
yesterday at U oodland and tliat some 
deoisive aotioa would be taken. He 
failed to reach Paris and no one knows 
his whereabouts. When last heard 
from he was at Detiison. His men tele- 
grapEed inquiries for him but learned 
nothing. 

There were l.'O militia at Ooodland at 
noon, but about 80 of them under com- 
mand of Captain Dnrant left, sajring 
they were going about lO miles further 
BCrthwest of Goodland and tliu same 
distance southwest from here. Locke, 
who wai at his fort, waa kept advised 
of every movement of the militia. The 
fort is built of heavy logs and is in the 
shape of a triangle, one corner of which 
reaches to a deep lake abfmt 100 yards 
wide, which affords water and protec- 
tipn from assault in that direction. In 
tlis center is a moond that shelters his 
men from a erosafire. There are port- 
holes that cover all approaches. In the 
front and upon either flank is a stretch 
of small timber containing no tree 
large enough to tihelter a man. To 
reach this slight cover the miltiamen 
would haTo to go through an open 
field. 

At S p. m. Locke had 74 men in the 

fort, which covered a quarter of an 
acre. Two hundred and twenty-five 
rounds of ammunition each, besides 
several days' supply of food, are on 
hand. In a short time 10 more men 
reached him and he was looking for a 
much larger force. His men were 
eager to aid him and wanted to* go ont 
and hunt the militia. However, It 
looks as if the strong hand of the gov- 
ernment would be laid on them and 
' they woiild be compelled to desist. In

United State* Troop* Ordered There. 

Washinoton, April 1.— The Indian 
office thinks there is occasion for alarm 
over the situation in the Choctaw coun- 
try, and fears further bloodshed. The 
people, it ia said, appear to bo in a 
mood to fight. 

The government has decided to step 
in aad^ndeavor to avert a conflict, and 
aooormngly yesterday, after a confer- 
ence between Secretariee Smith and 
Lament, the general of the army di- 
rected the commander of the troops 
nearest the scene of threatened trouble 
to aacwiain at once the true state of af- 
fairs, and do whatever in his judgment 
was best to preserve the peace. 



QENERAL HIRAM BERDAN DEAD. 



He Was th* Inventor of the Fnnifxi* Loni; 
Baage Viader, Torpedo and RiOe. 

WASHnfOTOM, April 1. — General 

Hiram Berdan, the inventor of the 
long range finder, torpedoes and rifle, 

died suddenly at the Metropolitan club 
in this city Friday afternoon at 4 
o'clock. He liail been ill for ioino time 

with angina jiectoris. 

He appeared in the club about 5 
o'clock and went into the Loggia, 
where he ha<i a short conver.sation with 
the secretary of the club. Major Sanger, 
to whom he remarked that he was not 
feeling very well. A few minutes later 
he engaged in a game of chess with Ad- 
miral Crosby; suddenly his head 
dropped, he began to breithe heavily 
and expire<l almost instantly. Dr. T. 
Morris Murray and Irving C. Kosse 
wer<* summoned immediately, but 
could rend(>r no H&sistance. 

The president of the club, Judge 
Davis, and several members wero about 
him at the time. 

Gi neial Herdan was born at Ply- 
mouth, Mich., about 18i;i. lie was a 
man who enjoyed high social as well as 
official distinction. He was a colonel of 
the First Dnited States sharpshooters 
on Nov. 30, 1S61. and was brevetted 
brigadier general of volunteers for gal- 
lant and meritorious services in the 
battle at ChancellorHville. and a major 
general of volunteers at the battle of 
Gettysburg. 

General i'urdan was for several j-ears 
in Ru.ssiii. and because of IiIh service to 
th.it government waa awarded a con- 
siderable sum of nioni'v. He entered 
into contrai ts with H/u.-^sia for furnish- 
ing the czar's urniv with large suiiplies 
of the celebrated rille bearing his 
name. 

A daughter of General Berdan wac 
man led to Marion Crawford, the well 
known writer, who met her in Russia, 
and his sister was the first wile of ex- 
Vice President Jlortnn. (General Ber- 
dan's death was at first attributed to 
heart disea.se. but a i)hysi('ian who waa 
hastily suniiiioiH-d considered it due to 
cerebral hemorrhage, or apoplexy.

April 1.— A special to The 
Constitution from Jug Tavern just re- 
oeived says: A train on the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railway went 
through a t-estle a few miles from here 
yesterday evening and was totally 
wrecked.

Tiiey 
were torn into splinters. Steve Thomas, 
colored, a train nand, was killed and 
number of employes and passengers 
were serio usly injured.

BUSINESS AND ITS OUTLOOK.

Failure* of the Wrrk. 

New York. April 1.— R. Gt. Dun »fc 
Company's weekly ceriow of trade 
for April 1, says: 

The fact of largest influences in tho 

record of the past week has been thn 
increased distribution of goods, which 
appears with better weather at nearly 
all points. The strengthening effect ia 
already felt in some wholesale trades, 
and even in eome manufactures. Build- 
ing material, structural iron and steel, 
pi^ts and glass, axe helped. Collec- 
tions already improve at many points. 



The stringtiicy so often seen about 
April 1 does not ajjpear here, nor air 
other money markets more close, pres- 
sure some weeks ago having led to 
adequate preparations. 

Instead of rising, after the close of 
the Lancashire strike, cotton fell three- 
eighths, which may accellerate exports, 
though stocks of American cotton in 
Euroi)e are a still a third larger than 
usual at this season. Wheat at Chicago 
luid a sudden fall of 7 cents in one day, 
but as ^)rices there have been lH to 20 
cents higher than at other western cit- 
ies, and 8 cente higher than at New 
York, markets were very little affected 
anywhere else, and here are only an 
eighth lower. But the price in Great 
Britain is the lowest ever known. Corn 
fell 2 1-2 cents with small sales, and 
oats one-haif, and the break in hog 
products reached 7.5 cents per barrel in 
pork and a cent in lard. 

Exports in four weeks at. New York 
have been Sr),l.').'».000 less than last year, 
indicating a total for tho month not far 
from $76,000,000, while the increase in 
imports at New York ulone has been 
about $11,000,000. indicating a total for 
the month of more than $37,000,000. 
This gr^eat excess followini^ the excess 
in January and February is the basis of 
doubts about the immediate monetary 
future. The treasury has been gaining : 

fold, Init money here has advancec 
1-2 to 6 per cent, and transactions in 
stocks have been mainly conttned to lo- 
cal speculators and senerally weak 

The situation in the great industries 
is distinctly improving, regardless of 
speculative uncertainties. Legitimate 
business shows no unsoundness, cau 
tion having long prevailed, and the vol- 
ume is the largest ever known for the 
season. Failures in the first quarter of 
the year — 8,202 in number— were fewer 
than in the past tar ee years, and though 
in an amount of liabilities larger, the 
average of liabilities is still quite low- 
less than $14,800. Trade in cottons has 
improved, though print cloths are an 
eighth low^er, and knit goods dealers are 
jul)ilant 

The iron and steel business is a shade 
firmer, with improved demand for bar, 
plate and structural forms, and though 
rails do not sell, Bessemer iron is iirni 
and steel.8trf>nger. The strength in the 
shoe trade is unabated, eastern ship 
ments greatly exceeding those of any 
previous year. Copper is a shade weak 
er. heavy supplie!! of tin . checked the 
advance, while lead is a shade strong>'r. 
Coal is naturally weak, with some dis 
satisfaction in the pod. Lumber and 
building materials are everywhere in 
strong demand. 

Improved distribution gives confi- 
dence to wholesalers at Boston, and 
textile mills are busy and sold well 
ahead; shoes are Arm and leather verv 
strong, and lumber has improvecl. 
Philadelphia notes large trade in dress 
goods, notions and mUiinery, increas- 
ing demand fur paints and glass and for 
fruits, with other business steady. 
Baltimore reports larger demands f^r 
dress goods and notions, excellent for 
clothing, and good for ^hoes and hats. 

At Pittsburg the demand for finishid 
goals and glass is more active. ItoUe.i 
and pigiron in larger demand at Cleve- 
land, and at Cincinnati the harness and 
carriage trades are making good gains 
and fully at work. 

Chicago reports increase over last 
year in trade for the quarter, especial 
ly in dry goods, shoes and clothing, 
smaller demand for provisions because 
of high prices, heavy eastbound ship- 
ments and increased demand for money. 
Cellections have improved and money 
is easier. Receipts of whmt, butter 
and sheep are larger than last year, but 
of other products smaller, especially of 
grain ana wool. 

Trade at Milwaukee is good, though 
cautions, but collections unusually 
slow. Minneapolis reports fair trade, 
excellent in lumber ^jvith a fair output 
of floor, and at St. Paul better weather 
gives more life. 

Business is good at Omaha, especially 
in hardware, groceries and shoes; good 
at iSt. .loseph; improving at Kansas 
City, and fair at Denv«r and Salt Lake. 
At St. Louis trade is strong, especially 
in building and real estate, with better 
demand in clothing and dry goods. 

Nearly all southern points report 
some improvement, and at Nashville no 
disturbance results, banks being well 
foitified. At Galveston large increase 
in cotton is noted, but timidity of capi- 
tal and smaller loans than usual. At 
New Orleans lumber, building materials 
and sugar are strong aad active, and 
other trade fair with money in ample 
supply.

Mention was inude a few weeks ago of 
the fact that Joseph Archdeacon had 
been taken to the Good Samaritan Hos- 
pital at Cincinnati, accompabied by his 
physician Dr. Owens, to nndergo a diiii- 
cult surgical operation, rendered nocea- 
sary by an injury to his head. 

Th« BuLLvnif'B readers are no doubt 
ftUkllliar with the ca.sc. An hdoacon was* 
Itrockon the head with a rock one ni>;iit 
laat fall by • man from Waihington, the 
blow InyinK open hil lOllp wd knocking 
him aenseleaa. 

On bring taken to the home of his par- 
ents, Iif w as uiioongcious for some time 
and an examination nhoweil that frag- 
ments of tlie skull ha>l imhodded them- 
selves in the brain, and a large section of 
the skull had been depressed. The En- 
quirer in wpoaking of the case says: " The 
interference which this wound caused 
with the funcdons of the brain gare rise 
to the most extraordinary symtoma in 
the case. Two days after the accident 
yonng Archdeacon was fully conscious 
anil apparently improving rapidly, but 
the power of speech bad absolutely left 
him. By gestures he managed to make 
his wants known to the members of the 
family who atteiuled iiim. lie could 
hear well enough, but could not speak a 
word, and bis whole right side was com- 
pletely paralyzed. 

" Several weeks ago he was brought to 
the Good Samaritan Hospital for treat- 
ment, his condition being unimproved. 
Siiicf Ilia arrival at the hospital he has 
improved slightly in some respects, but 
the paraljrsis has shown signs of becom- 
ing more general. To save liis life it was 
necessary that the dillicult operation of 
trephining should be performed and that 
the fragmentH of bone ahoiiM be extract- 
ted from the patient's brain. Thursday 
the operation was performed. 

" Before the patient was taken to the 
operating room Dr. Connor told his sister. 
Miss Mamie _Archdeacon, that the out- 
come of the work of the surgeons was 
more likely to mean death than a cure. 
The operation was absolutely necessary, 
bat it was the most hazardous in sureery. 

"The work of the surgeons oicupied 
an lio\ir. A cireular st-ction of the skull 
was cut out and the depressed bone was 
raised. The fragments at bone imbedded 
in the brain were extracted and the 
wound wa.s carefully dres.sed with an- 
tiseptics. When the patient revived 
from the effects of the an i sthetic n most 
remarkable change bad taken phicn in 
his condition. He could talk almost 
naturally, and the paralysis had lessened 
to such an extent that he could move 
the arm wliicli had been paralyzed for 
weeks. Dr. Conner says that his chances 
for complete recovery are excellent." 

The Enquirer says it was one of the 
mo<t remarkable operations in the surgi- 
cal annals of Oindnnati.
